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Officials Hopeful After Recheck on Navy Annex
Guarded hopes that the decision to offer a 2(>-acrc 

surplus Navy site to the highest bidder might be re­ 
versed were expressed here yesterday by school of­ 
ficials after a close study of the local situation by three 
high ranking government representatives.

"We were told that they would take the matter 
back and review it," Dr. .1. 11. Hull, superintendent of 
schools, said after the visit on Tuesday.

Visiting Torrance for a first hand look at the area 
for the General Services Administration were E. A. 
Saylor Jr. of the San Franscisco of flee mind Jes.se VV. 
Evans and R. T. Hollingsworth of the Los Angeles Of­ 
fice.

"Four points which we were able to bring to their 
attention caused one of the officials to comment that 
the trip had been profitable to them," Dr. Hull said.

The points .stressed by local officials:
Because the district had been able to win approval 

of a $15 million bond issue recently, it, was assumed 
that it had plenty of money with which to buy land.

"We pointed out that only one-half of our bond 
money can be spent for high schools, and we are now 
committed to spend our high school funds on the West 
High project in order to get it opened by 1962," the 
superintendent said. He also pointed out that the dis­ 
trict is bonded to its full capacity, and is not yet able 
to utilize all of the $15 million now authorized for 
bonds.

Secondly, Dr. Hull said it was difficult for per­ 
sons accustomed to typical situations throughout the 
country to realize that residential land can be as ex­ 
pensive to buy as industrial land. Such is the case in

Third, the school officials were able to show that 
there was no other land close enough to Torrance High 
School to provide expansion room for that location.

And last, the local officials stressed the point that 
Torrance is not a typical city. Normally industrial land 
is not used for schools, Dr. Hull admitted, but Tor­ 
rance has large areas of industrial land and very few 
areas of residential land large enough to accommodate 
a high school program.

Complicating the matter, Dr. Hull said, is the un­ 
certain future of development in that area. Current 
plans are to use the 26 acres for expansion of the Tor­ 
rance High School athletic facilities if the land is made 
available to the school district.

The athletic facilities at Torrance High arc now 
located on four acres while athletic facilities at the 
newer high schools comprise nearly three-fourths of 
the 40-acre school sites.

With the 26-acre Navy site and some additional 
land, a fifth high school could logically be established 
there if the need for one develops.

Joining in on the discussions here Tuesday were 
R.S. "Dick" I'yle, commercial manager of the Pacific 
Telephone exchange here and president of the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce; Ralph M. Hulls, member of Units 
and Whittlesey, real estate appraisal firm that has 
made a number of appraisals in the area; S. F. Wal- 
drip, assistant superintendent of schools for business; 
and Dr. Bernard Garen, director of new construction 
for the school district.
